Saskatehiaial Rural’ 


School Exhibitions 


‘ront 200 to 225 school exhibitions 
were held in Saskatchewan this year, 
a marked increase over 1918, with a 
corresponding improvement in the 
quality as well as in the number of 
exhibits. In practically all instances 
where boys’ and girls’ clubs are in 
the club fair is held in 
connection with the school exhibition, 

It is the policy of the Department 
of Education to send at least one 
judge or speaker to cach of the school 
exhibitions held, and, with very few 
exceptions, judges and speakers hav: 
been provided for the exhibitions this 
adding very. greatly to th 
interest and the value of these gath 
ings. Those not receiving assistance 
have been small exhibitions, except in 
rare instances where conflicting dates 
made it impossible to secure judges, 

In addition to this outside help, the 
school inspectors in whose territory 
the exhibition is held, invariably at- 
tend, and-it is largely due to their 
efforts that the movement has attain- 
ed its present success. 

Some interesting cxperiments have 
been tried out this year in connection 
with the organizjng of school exhibi- 
tions. In the Prince-Albert inspec- 
torate a series of small local. exhibi- 
tions in cach municipality has been 
arranged with a large central munic- 
ipal exhibition, where the winners 
from the locals compete. » Eight local 
held exhibitions in the Prince Albert 
rural municipality, and great interest 
was taken in these small exhibitions, 
as well as in the larger municipal 
exhibition held. on September 27 in 
Prince Albert. Rozilee municipality 
is trying out the same plan with seven 
small exhibitions, with a large central 
municipal exhibition at Shellbrook. 

Following these exhibitions, when 
the teachers’ conventions are held, ex- 
hibits selected from the municipal 
centrals will be shown, so that the 
best of the work by the pupils in the 
ertife’ inspectorate will be on display 
for the teachers to sce and compare.

School Land Lease 
System is Changed 


Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
Provided for in Order-in-

A change in the method of leasing 
school lands in Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta is provided for in 
an order-in-council now gazetted. The 
order governing grazing permits on 
school lands itr those provinces is re- 
scinded. All permits shall be on a 
yeatly basis terminating April 1, at 
a rental of ten cents per acre per an- 
num, Bubject to change at the discre- 
tion of the minister of the interior. 
The permittee shall not graze any 
other than his own stock; neither shall 
he assign or transfer any interest in 
the permit without the consent of the 
minister. He must place on. the land 
at least one head of stock for every 
30 acres. The erection of fences and 
temporary buildings only is permitted, 
and any renewals shall be from year 
to year, at the discretion of the min-

the Saskatchewan Department of Ag- 
riculture. The bulletin points out the 
advantages of stock marketing asso- 
ciations, and.-gives full information 
of the steps to take in organizing a 
'stock marketing association, with 
suggested constitution and bylaws, 
forms used in accounting, and sug- 
gestions for selecting a market. 
Full -details abolt the Southern 
Saskatchewan Co-operative Stock 
Yards Co., Ltd-, at Moose Jaw, and 
the Northern Co-operative Stock 
Yards Co.,, Ltd., at Prince Albert, with 
yardage charges, commission fees 
and buying charges at both places, 
are given, and lists of commission 
firm, selling charges, cte,, at Winni- 
peg, Calgary, Edmonton and Toronto 
markets, 

Other valuable features of the bul- 
letin are: The classification used by 
the markets intelligence division of 
the livestock branch in reporting on 
livestock markets, the shipping regu- 
lations of all railway lines in Canada, 
and stock loading days on all the 
railway lines in Saskatchewan,

Pure Bred Percherons From Southern 
Alberta Bring High 
Prices 

The first open sale of pure bred 
Percheron horses ever held in Great 
Britain took place recently at Hen- 
don, England, and the animals, im- 
ported from Canada, brought an aver- 
age price of £224. Two shipments 
of pure bred Percheron horses have 
been made to England within the 
year by George-Lane, the Southern 
Alberta horse breeder and cattle ran- 
cher. The first of these shipments 
was made towards the end of 1918, 
and was purchased by the Hon. Alex- 
ander Parker, of Norton Curlieu, 
Warwick, a prominent horse-breeder. 
A further shipment was made a few 
weeks ago ta Col. H. G. Henderson 
and Mr, Parker, Mr. Lane has also 
sold a pure-bred stallion and 50 high- 
class mares to Lord Minto, son of a 
former Governor-General of Canada. 
It is stated that George Lane has the 
largest mumber of pure-bred horses 
of any one breed in the world. . 


A Canadian Salt Lake 


Produces Almost Pure Salt, and De- 
velopment Is Being Actively 
Proceeded With 
A lake has been discovered in the 
Denzil district of Saskatchewan which 
produces almost pure salt, and its de- 
velopment is being actively proceed- 
ed with, This lake is the more re- 
markable from the fact that it is the 
only one of a group of 190 which 
possesses these saline properties. In 
area it extends over about 185 acres, 
and is covered with a brine which, in 
itself, does not possess any pure salt 
properties. On boring, however, it 
was discovered that the depression 
had a rock foundation, about six feet 
below the surface, and as each bore 
was put down a.salt spring develop- 
ed, cach of which contained approxi- 

mately 98 per cent. pure galt. 

A small pumping plant has been 
established, and drying vats built, in- 
to which the water is pumped; and 
early next spring the developers in- 
tend considerably increasing the num- 
ber of vats, In the process of pro- 
ducing commercial salt the “contents 
of the vats are shovelled on to a 
drying platform; where, after crystal- 
lization has taken place, it is bagged 
and shipped.
